less, and of'lho radio of to-day. Ho 
succeeilcd In "transmitting 'Hlgnals 
through a spaco .ot moro than, halt a 
mile, nmro than had ever been ac- 
complished before. 

His later work was almost entirely 
taken up with tho study ot radio- 
active substances. Ho made ni.any 
discoveries in connection with uran- 
ium, thorium and tho throo nays, 
given off by these substances after 
undergoing certain chemical changes, 
and in fractional distillation. These 
three r.ays are known as tho Alpha, 
Beta, Gama rays nfter tho first three 
letters of the Greek w\lph.abot. He 
made many clever experiments with 
the Alpha rays, and ono of his most 
famous discoveries was his plotting 
of ; the .Decay _j.nd Hlso Curves % of 
Thorium an^ Uranluni compounds. As 
a result ot these experiments ho 
formulated his famous theorj-, "Atoms 
break up at a rate proportional to the 
number present." 

Tihrouchout the lecture, Dr. Eve 
performed jntuiy. delicate and Jntrl 
cate experiments Illustrating the work 
of Rutherford. In addition to this, 
numerous slides were shown. Several 
pieces of the original apparatus that 
Rutherford used, were exhibited.
